amounting to two millions. This may 
explain why the Steel Corporation is 
spending $5,000,000 monthly to in> 
crease: its capacity. The Western 
Electric-Company has contracted tb 
supply Greece with telephones, and 
‘the International Telephone and Tele- 
graph_Company will do the same for 
Spain, A New York concern has con- 
tracted for a large building in Turkey, 
and a Chicago firm has.completed blast 
furnaces with 160,000 tons capacity 
in Holland. Another Chicago company 
is building grain elevators in Bul- 
garia. Italy is improving her harbors, 
and a single New York company has a 
$10,000,000 contract at Naples. The

About two thousand members of the 
Police Department took. part .yesterday 
morning. in the. funeral of the Rev. 
John J.. Coogan,Roman- 
lain for, Manhattan and the Bronx of 
the Police.

Cemetery. “Father Coogan died ‘ last 
Monday night in St. Vincent's Hospital. 

In the procession which followed’ the 
hearse were four hundred . mounted 
police. and “four . hundred’ police on 
foot. Commissioner Richard E, En- 
right, with ‘other high officers of 
the” de epartment, walked , behind the 
hearse. The -escort wert as far as 
Fifty-seventh Street and Park Avenue. 
All traffic from Broadway to. Ninth 
Avenue in Forty-second’ Street was shut 
off from early in the. morning until 1 
o'clock. The line of march was through 
Forty-second Street into Fifth Avenue, 
up the avenue to Fifty-seventh Street, 
through ‘to Second Avenue ‘and across 
the Queensboro Bridge. 

The cavalry led and brought up the 
rear of the procession. There has never 
before been any such funeral in Forty- 
second Street, it was said. Almost five 
thousand -people packed the sidewalks, 
stoops, windows and street watching 
the cortége led by draped American, 
city and police flags. Altogether there 
were one thousand men ‘in line, as large 
delegations of the Police Holy Name 
Society and the Knights of \Columbus 
marched to the muffled drums.

SAID TO SHORTEN LIFE 


Reseaich of Dr. Pearl of Johns 
Hopkins Shows Effect of Oc- 
__cupation on Death Rate.

BALTIMORE, Aug. 29.—Hard physical 
labor after the age of 40 shortens a 
man’s life, according to Dr. Raymond 
Pearl, Proféssor of Biometry ‘and Vital

versity and statistician’ of the Johns 
Hopkins Hospital... Dr.>Pearl_ bases his 
rconclusion on a: mathematical analysis 
of industrial statistics issued by the 
Registrar General, of England and 
Wales, giving the death rate by ages 
in 182. dccupations. 

Dr. Pearl eliminated the deaths caused 
by accidents.or diseases peculiar to.the 
industries classified and then arranged 
the. occupation groups in five classifica- 
tions, graded according to the amount 
of physical exertion’ requi in each. 

Up to the age of 40 he fotfhd ‘that the 
death~rate in the class including dock 
aborers, coal .,heavers, miners and men 
who perform the heaviest manual labor 
was no greater, and sémetimes less, 
than: that of.the ‘class which. included 
clergymen, bankers, lawyers and others 
whose vocations:involved no great bodily 
exertion.
